CONDITIONS OF SALE. 


I. The highest bidder to be the buyer; and if any dispute arise between 

bidders, the lot so disputed shall be immediately put up again, provided 
the auctioneer cannot decide the said dispute. 

II. No person to advance less than 6d.; above ten shillings, 1$.; above 

five pounds, 2 s. 6d .; and so on. 

III. In the case of lots upon which there is a reserve, the auctioneer shall 
have the right to bid on behalf of the seller. 

IV. The purchasers to give in their names and places of abode, and to pay 
down 105 . in the pound, if required, in part payment of the purchase- 
money; in default of which the lot or lots purchased to be immediately 
put up again and re-sold. 

V. The lots to be taken away at the buyer’s expense, immediately after 

the sale; in default of which Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson and 
Hodge will not hold themselves responsible if lost, stolen, damaged, 
or otherwise destroyed, but they will be left at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. If, at the expiration of One Week after the conclusion 
of the sale, the books or other property are not cleared or paid for, 
they will then be catalogued for immediate re-sale, and the expense, 
the same as if re-sold, will be added to the amount at which the books 
were bought. Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson and Hodge will have 
the option of re-selling the Lots uncleared, either by public or private 
sale, without any notice being given to the defaulter. 

VI. The books aie presumed to be perfect, unless otherwise expressed; but if 
upon collating, any should prove defective, the purchaser will be atliberty 
to take orreject them, provided they are returned within One Week after 
the conclusion of the sale, when the purchase-money will be returned . 

VII. The sale of any book or books is not to be set aside on account ofany 
stained or short leaves of text or plates, want of list of plates, or on 
account of the publication of any subsequent volume, supplement, 
appendix, or plates.

To show the extreme value, interest and rarity of these first impressions, 
it is necessary to give a few facts relative to the singular circumstances 
by which only a few impressions were obtained in the presence of T. 
Bewick himself. The Block was engraved for Mr. Tunstall, of 
Wycliffe, Northumberland, who invited Bewick to bring the block, on 
being finished, and stay with him a day or two, bringing some impres¬ 
sions with him. The cut was finished about the middle of the week, and 
the next day he (Bewick) took it to Hodgson’s, printer, in Union Street, 
Newcastle. The presses being engaged with the Newcastle Chronicle 
Newspaper, no impression could be taken till the Saturday afternoon. 
T. Bell, Land Surveyor to the Duke of Northumberland, having with 
him “ a very fine small skin of vellum,” said he would try how im¬ 
pressions would look on it. He went with T. Bewick to the Printing 
Office, divided the vellum, some (J. Bell, G. Atkinson, Jackson, &c.) 
say into four, and others into six pieces, just large enough to get an 
impression; and as Mr. Beil found the vellum, he chose the best im¬ 
pression, “ all being as good as possibly could be printed;” the others 
were taken to Mr. Tunstall, as were some taken on ‘ office taper’ 
(a strong but coarse wove paper).” It was not clearly ascertained how 
these were distributed. When the printing from the block was finished, 
it was cleaned and brought from the press room. Mr. T. Bewick laid 
it in the office window as the safest place; the woodcut was wet, it lay 
there in the sun—the window facing the south-west—on the following 
Monday morning, when the office was opened, the splendid block was 
found split in several directions,—the heat of the sun splitting the 
boxwood and injuring it irreparably. Bewick removed the border, and 
tried several expedients with it, and impressions were taken in several 
ways, but without success.

equal to the one in tbe Townsend Collection, which cost 
fifty guineas.
